ly low. 
That the average price re­ 
ceived during the month of 
March, 
1887, for "bushel" boxes of "russets" 
did not exceed $1.40 delivered, 
from 
which must be deducted for 
freight 
75c, for cartage 10c, for commission 
14c, leaving but 41c to cover picking, 
packing, jhaullng,, gjowin^ and ^profit 
on investment. 


"We can shut off the supply, cease 
shinning more of our juicy, sweet and 
high 
flavored oranges, and give to 
fashion the bright, smooth 
skinned, 
flavorless fruits of the wet lands," the 
Grower went on to say, "and 
keep 
our russets for other uses." 


The other uses named were 
the 
manufacture of orange wines, marma 
lade, 
preserves, 
sweetmeats, 
and 
jellies. 


The above is interesting reading at 
this later day. 
It demonstrates that 
the problems of the Florida orange 
growers of 30 years ago, and the solu­

BY 
BOY C I T I Z E N S 


At George Junior Republic, Chlno, 
five citizens were found guilty in the 
boy court of gambling with cards. The 
authorities of the school had always 
allowed 
the boys to 
play under re­ 
stricted conditions, and of course with 
the understanding that the law of the 
Republic govern all use of the cards. 
But these five were offenders and when 
the boy Judge nsked them the reason, 
they told him that the temptation was 
too great. 


One of the Ave started a petition to 
the boy council and in Just a little 
while 37 out of 81 of the citizens sign­ 
ed, asking 
the council 
to do 
away 
with cards, "for the general good and 
to protect the weaker members of the 
community." 
After 
the 
boy 
mayor 
had called the council together 
and 
the clerk had read the petition, sev­ 
eral of the young citizens expressed 
their views in favor of It, but none 
spoke against It. 
Tho roll call show­ 
ed the five councllmen 
unanimously 
In favor of the abolishment of cards 
from their midst. 


Following is the petition as written 
by a boy councilman and adopted by 
the boy council: 
To the Mayor and Common Council 
of the Junior Republic: 


We, 
the undersigned citizens of the 
Junior Republic, respectfully 
petition 
you to do away with playing cards at 
this Republic and do it at once. 


We petition this for the 
following 
reasons: 


1st. 
Cards make It too much of a 
temptation to gamble for the average 
boy of this school. 


2nd. 
Some boys 
have 
been 
sent 
here for gambling and it is wrong to 
moke It so easy for them to keep ft 


up, 
and playing cards here make it 
easy. 


3rd. 
A good many boys here were 
associated 
with cards and 
gambling 
before they came here, and we ought 
to get them out of the habit or when 
they leave they will go back to it 
again. 


4th. 
A good many of the younger 
boys here have never played cards be­ 
fore coming here, and if we play we 
will lead them Into It. 


nth. 
Also on the outside cards are 
too often 
connected 
with 
gambling, 
saloons and stealing money to pay 
debts made 
through 
gambling 
with 
cards. 


6th. 
We are assured that If check­ 
ers and other games were put in the 
cottages to take up our spare time, 
it would take the place of cards and 
thereby 
remove 
the 
temptation. 


7th. 
So, because cards are not a 
necessary game and because they are 
do dangerous lo so many, we ask you 
to do this thingUonight.

nia loses one of its m o s t distinguished 
a n d 
greatly 
beloved 
citizens, 
while 
t h e scientific 
world 
loses o n e of i t s 
m o s t 
indefatigable, 
fruitful ' a n d con­ 
scientious w o r k e r s . 
T h e loss to both 
will b e deeply felt. 


J o h n Mulr lived to a d v a n c e d 
matur­ 
ity, 73 y e a r s of a g e . H e w a s born in 


1838, a t Dunbar, Scotland'. 
H i s early 
education w a s derived b y s t u d y a t t h e 
g r a m m a r 
schools of h i s n a t i v e 
city 
and a t t h e U n i v e r s i t y of Wisconsin. 


In s p e a k i n g of h i s life a 
N o r t h e r n 
California w r i t e r s a y s : 


" H i s n a t u r a l b e n t for scientific re­ 
s e a r c h early a s s e r t e d itself, his inter­ 
est chiefly c e n t e r i n g 
in 
b o t a n y a n d 
geological study. 
I m m e d i a t e l y 
after 
finishing 
at W i s c o n s i n h e took up a 
series of e x h a u s t i v e 
t r a v e l 
studies, 
going alone, largely on foot, through­ 
out. C a n a d a a n d o u r own e a s t e r n a n d 
southern s t a t e s . 
L a t e r 
h i s journey- 
ings Ipok h i m to Alaska, 
w h e r e h e 
spent 
much t i m e In solitary 
explora­ 
tion, a n d t h r o u g h o u t 
California, t h e 
s t a t e of h i s a d o p t i o n 
l a t e r 
in 
life. 
In Alaska h e traveled extensively by 
canoe, t r a v e r s i n g 
n e a r l y 
all of t h e 
principal s t r e a m s of t h e s o u t h e a s t e r n 
portion of t h e territory in t h a t 
man­ 
ner. 


One of J o h n 
Mulr's i m p o r t a n t 
dis­ 
coveries in A l a s k a w a s t h e g r e a t gla­ 
cier, 
a f t e r w a r d s 
n a m e d 
a s " Mulr 
gla­ 
cier, in h i s honor. 


In 1803-4 h e 
traveled 
widely 
in 
E u r o p e — R u s s i a a n d t h e C a u c a s u s be­ 
ing his especial fields. 
H e t h e n visit­ 
ed Siberia, w h e r e h e s p e n t 
considera­ 
ble time, going thence, to Manchuria, 
China, J a p a n , India, Egypt, 
Australia, 
and N e w Zealand. 
I n all of this vast 
circuit of t h e globe h e found 
material 
for his later works, a n d r e n d e r e d in­ 
calculable service in his c h o s e n 
field 
of investigation. 


In 1880 h e revisited 
Alaska, 
going 
as a m e m b e r of a s e a r c h 
p a r t y for 
the ill-fated D e L o n g expedition. T h i s 
party sailed on t h e s t e a m e r 
"Corwin' 
and met. t h e usual h a r d s h i p s of Arctic 
land travel a n d polar 
navigation. 


In California t h e n a m e 
J o h n 
Mulr 
is a household t e r m . 
Much of his best 
w o r k w a s done In this state. 
Many 
of his best, and m o s t l a s t i n g contribu 
tions to 
scientific 
l i t e r a t u r e 
were 
written h e r e . 
" T h e M o u n t a i n s of Cal 
ifornia," " O u r National 
Parks,'? " P i c 
turesquo California," 
a n d 
n u m e r o u s 
articles 
upon t h e n a t u r a l 
history of 
the Pacific coast, Alaska, a n d 
other 
fields 
were produced after h e b e c a m e 
a citizen of t h e Golden State, 
which 
ho dearly loved. 


During t h e l a t t e r y e a r s of his life 
J o h n Mulr devoted his e n e r g i e s chief­ 
ly t o t h e p r e s e r v a t i o n of t h e nation's 
forests. 
H e was especially zealous in 
urging t h e p r e s e r v a t i o n of California's 
g r e a t trees. 
H e w a s a n a u t h o r i t y u p 
on t h e economic p h a s e of forest c u l t ! 
vation. 
Marin 
c o u n t y ' s 
famous r e d 
wood grove, 
u n d e r 
t h e shoulder of 
Mount T a m a l p a l s , w a s n a m e d , in h i s 
honor. Mulr Wood. 


T h e p a s s i n g 
of this 
distinguished 
author, scientist a n d citizen is deeply 
mourned 
t h r o u g h o u t t h e s t a t e , 
which 
he did s o m u c h to s e r v e a n d to adorn
